Both tr;unh wito koiuk "■t' 
the rate of 4() miles :iii hour and came 
together whilu rouixliiiK a curve. 
Neither crew had time to jump or sound 
a warning. The m(>etin(f place for the 
trains was Pine (rrove, four or five 
Bulcs cast of the point of cullisiou 
where tlie exprcRu sfaonld have taken 
siding for the freight.

CHIOAQO, Not. 8.— Two hundred Itid- 
ians, members of the Italian iiupublicau 
club, ciiMlnvud to make things intorost- 
iug fur four officers of the Desplaines 
• Street police station early Wedneaday 
morning. The ulab got oat Ita bannen 
And hired several bands of mnaio and 
started doMm Halstead itreet to oele- 
urate the oloae of election day. 

They were in a state of great jnDila> 
tion over the gains the Bepablicaus 
had made at the pailB, an(d many of 
them had been drinking. Heveral 
were armed with revolvers which they 
fixed in the air as they marched along. 

The crowds along the streets through 
whioh they passed hooted and jeered 
them and tiie Italians returned the 
salutations in kind. At Madison street 
they turned east ou that thoroughfare. 
John Dempsoy was standing on the side- 
walk. He shouted: "See tlie D;ik"s. A 
stalwart Italian saw Deuipseyand start- 
ed for liim. A crowd of tlie maieliors 
followed the leader and Demp.sey 
\s ,is ^(Kiii runuiii},' down >iadisnn struct 
atUui top of Ills speed, followed by a 
crowd 1)1 liootmg itaii.iii>. He turned 
into ( uiial .>-treet, hui at -Monroe street 
was caught by tiie crowd and .severely 
beaten. Tlie Desi>laines street pairol 
wagon, with OHicers MeW'illiaius and 
O'Day on bo.irci, came to Dempscy's res- 
cue, i'hi'y succeeded in driving bac^k 
the crowd ami putting Dempsey iuto 
the wagon. 

The crowd tlieu closed in about the 
ofticers, and it looked serious lor them 
for a moment. They drew thi'ir re- 
volvers and kept the crowd at bay by 
tiring several siiots in the air. Two 
other ofticer.s came to their :ussistauce 
and succeeded in dispersing the 
crowd, 1:.' of whom were arrest- 
ed and lucked up ut tho Desplaines 
street station. There was tho greatest 
excitement m the vicinity of Madison 
and Canal streets for a time. Demusey 
was severely bat not dangerously* iU' 
jnred.
